We started at the north end of 


the building at the second floor, 
which is one of two parts where 
there is a second floor 
All the 


rest is on the first floor. 
Anyhow, at the north end the 


art room stretches across 60 by 
24 feet with lots of light and a 
work room at the east end. 


Go over to the west side of this 


north end and proceed southward 
and you’ll find yourself on the bal­ 
cony of the gym, where you can 
look down on the playing floor, 
which will be 84 by 46 feet. There 
will be rollaway bleachers on the 
main floor and in this west bal­ 
cony which will seat 750 persons 
This gym has a lamella roof like 
the one at HTHS and the windows 
on each side of the gym are operat­ 
ed from single cranks that take 
care of an entire side 
Then you continue on through 
a wide corridor with space for 70 
lockers until you come to the Ii 
brary, the only other part of the 
new building on the second story 
level.

Rio Grande Waters 
Wash Out Railroad 
Bridge at Laredo 


LAREDO, Tex (TR)—A National 
Guard officer saw! today the Rio 
Grande’s mightiest flood in history 
has killed from 200 to 500 persons! 
at Piedras N'egras, Mexico. 
“ We haven’t been able to go in 
there yet.” Lt

We’ve flown over several times 
and you can see quite a few bodies 
caught in the drift and brush next 
to the river,” he said. 
Police in Eagle Pass were in­ 
clined to doubt the figure might 
be as high as 500 and the state 
highway patrol, which also heard 
the report, stressed it was uncon­ 
firmed. 
“ On the other hand, with the 
condition of the river, it could pos­ 
sibly he true,” a highway patrol 
spokesman said in Laredo.

The Rio Grande broke the main 
rail link between the United States 
and Mexico today. The Texas high­ 
way patrol reported the railroad 
bridge between Laredo and Nuevo 
Laredo — which also carried the 
only remaining telephone circuits 
to the interior of Mexico — was 
broken shortly after 2 a. in. CST. 
The river climbed to 61.92 feet 
at 6:30 a in. CST, hut officials said 
the rate of rise was slowing down.
